How a Capture Might Be Made. 

In spite of the lack of positive statements 
from the Navy Department there is no doubt 
that the Charleston has been ordered by Sec- 
retary Tracy to put to sea and give chase to 
the Itata. The Charleston had “coaled-up”’ 
last evening. Navy officers do not think it 
would be likely to overtake the fugitive on the

The United States has no vessels in the neigh- 
borhood of Panama at present.

Admiral Brown is somewhere along the coast 
of Peru about this time and the Navy Depart- 
ment will try toreach him with orders at Callao. 
While the navy experts think the chances favor 
the Itata being able to join the insurgent fleet at 
Iquique, they will not be surprised to hear of 
a naval battle in the Pacific along the Mexican 
or Central American coast. If the reports

MORE ARMS FOR THE INSURGENTS. 


Another Vessel About to Carry a Load to 
the Rebels. 

New Yorr, May 8.—([Special.]—Informa- 
tion which reached New York from San Fran- 
cisco today appeared to confirm the publica- 
tion of Tuesday last that certain commercial 
houses in the South American shipping trade 
from this port are secretly interested 
in fomenting and prolonging the revolution in 
Chile. and that while Grace & Co. have been 
furnishing arms to the rebels Flint 
& Co. have sent supplies to the Bal- 
maceda government. The story from San 
Francisco was, in brief, that the steamer 
Charserrat is now in that harbor preparing to 
sail from the Golden Gate for Iquique, the 
headquarters of the Chilean insurgents; 
that it is laden with arms, -ammuni- 
tion, beef, flour, hay, and other sup- 
plies; and that the Secretary of State 
has caused instructions to be sent to San 
Francisco to have the Charserrat overhauled 
and an investigation made as to whether or 
not it was carrying munitions of war to be 
used against a government with which the 
United States is at peace. 

The consignees of the Monserrat, it was 
said, were the San Francisco house of W. R. 
Grace & Co., and the loading of the vessel 
with these materials of war was being done 
under the direction and with the knowledge of 
that wealthy and influential concern. 

William R.Grace does not positively deny that 
the Monserrat may have arms on board for 
the use of the rebels. Mr. Grace proceeds to 
make this curious and instructive admission: 

„ It is not a violation of the neutrality laws 
to ship arms to the revolutionists. Rifles and 
ammunition are articles of commerce. There 
is no law to prevent their export like other 
articles of commerce. We shipped arms 
openly to Peru during the war between Peru 
and Chile.” 

STILL ANCHORED AT SAN FRANCISCO, 


The Cruiser Charleston Has Not Yet Started 
After the Itata. 


San Franotsco, Cal., May 8.—The United 
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Palace Plan— Exposition News. 


The outlook is that organized labor will 
make a savage fight internationally on the 
World’s Fair because of the action of the 
directors yesterday in refusing to grant the 
minimum rate of wages asked by the joint 
labor committees, 

These committees represented the five lead- 
ing central labor bodies of the city. 

‘Lhe directory yesterday in a full meeting of 

the board heard the report of the subcommit- 
tee and, with one exception, refused to grant 
the requested minimum rate of wages. The 
director voting for the minimum rate was 
Robert Neison, the labor representative on the 
directory. 
At last night’s meeting of the Building 
Trades Council, which includes the trades- 
men most directly interested, members ex- 
pressed themselves as amazed at the action of 
the directors, Ono of the members of the 
joint labor committee said: 

They have not even had the courtesy to 
treat us with the ordinary civilities of life they 
assured us they would meet us again and 
give us another hearing and a chance to band 
in a written scale of minimum wages, That 
is not completed yet. As we have not received 
an official notice from them of their vote it 
would be improper for us to discuss it. We 
will treat them more gentlemanly than they 
have treated us. 

What action did the Council take to- 
night?“ 

Nothing for publication yet, except that if 
this report of their action is true the band will 
begin playing soon. A meeting has been 
called of the joint committee for next Monday 
night. * 

The President of a leading local union, who 
was not on the joint committee, but who is a 
recognized authority, said: 

“Chicago union labor worked to secure 
the Fair for the city. Over the seals 
of our unions we sent thousands of appeals to 
unions in every part of the land, and on the 
promises made by the local Fair promoters 
informed our fellow union men that if they 
would assist us in enlisting the votes of their 
Congressmen for Chicago as the site, by an 
agreement we had made the work Would be 
done by union labor. Partially through those 
efforts Chicago secured the Fair. Now with 
no minimum rate it is not union work. 

The first step we will take will be to dis- 
cuss and vote on the question in our unions as 
to the better course to pursue. The outlook 
now in my judgment is that it will be decided 
to make a more powerful fight internationally 
on the World's Fair than we fought nationally 
for Chicago to secure it. Labor was never in 
such close touch internationally as at present. 
Should it be so decided the unions in all lands 
will be fully advised of the situation. The 
close of the Fair can only show what we have 
accomplished. Mind you, this is but my 
judgment. No act:on, of course, can be taken 
until the official correspoudence is com- 
pleted.”’ 

Interviews with various leaders of labor de- 
veloped the same general sentiments. The 
feeling that the rights of labor have been 
ignored is rousing a general spirit of revenge. 
Whether it will cool time will show, but the 
feeling last night was turbulent. 


ACTION OF THE FAIR DIRECTORS, 


Report of the Special Committee Adopted 
'- What it Advises. 

By a practically unanimous vote the Board 
of World’s Fair Directors refused yesterday to 
grant the demand of organized labor for the 
establishment of a minimum scale of wages. 

An eight-hour day and the establishment of 
a board of arbitration the labor people may 
have, but out of thirty-one directors present 
at the meeting, Robert Nelson, the labor rep- 
resentative, was the only one who did 
not think it inexpedient to yield to 
the wishes of the Labor committee. The re- 
mainder thought otherwise, and the special 
conference committee of the directory was 
discharged and a resolution was adopted that 
further conferences in relation to the estab- 
lishment of a minimum scale of wages were 
unnecessary. 

It was shortly after the opening of the meet- 
ing that the Special Committee on Labor of 
the directory, composed of President Baker 
and Directors Ketcham, Jeffery, and Nelson, 
presented the following report, which was 
adopted. Mr. Nelson declined to sign the 
document: 

To the Board of Directors World’s Columbian 
Exposition—Gentlemen: The undersigned, a spe- 
cial committee appointed by the Executive com- 
mittee to confer with representatives of the labor 
organizations, to which committee was referred a 
communication under date of April 29 setting 
forth the views and wishes of said organizations, 
beg leave to state: 

1. That your committee assured the representa- 

tives of the labor organizations that it is the in- 
tention of the directory to fulfill the promise 
made in reference to eight hours constituting a 
day’s work. 
- 2. Your committee deemed it wise to direct the 
attention of the labor representatives to the ne- 
cessity for formulating a plan suitable for a board 
of arbitration, in conformity with the spirit of a 
resolution heretofore adopted by the board, com- 
mitting the directory to the policy of settling dif- 
ficulties by arbitration. 

3. In reference to incorporating in agreements 
with contractors a minimum scale of wages, your 
committee desires to state that it has given 
careful attention tothe arguments, printed and 
oral, submitted by the representatives of the 
labor organizations, and much consideration to 
the reasons presented why a minimum scale 
should form a part of said arguments, but so far 
the reasons and arguments presented have not 
been sufficiently conclusive to convince your 
committee that so important a departure from es- 
tablished usage should be made by the Columbian 
Exposition company. Your committee is unable 
at this time to see how far-reaching the effects 
of such a policy might be; nor is it at this 
time prepared to say what bearing it would have, 
if adopted, upon the enterprise for which you are 
responsible. 

Your committee desires to say that it will, if 
it is your wish, continue deliberations with the 
representatives of the labor organizations, for the 
purpose of seeing if further arguments will make 
plain the desirability of incorporating a minimum 
scale of wages in contracts. This it submits to 
you for further instructions. In reference to the 


‘| request made by the representatives, that the ar- 


guments on both sides be submitted to a general 
meeting of the directors for final settlement, your 
committee has no recommendations to make, 
believing that the board will take such action in 
this matter as may seem in its wisdom best. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the re- 
port Director Clowry presented the following 
resolution, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the report of the special Com- 
mittee on Labor be received and that it is the 
sense of this board that further conference is un- 
necessary, and that the committee be discharged. 

Mr. Nelson made an argument against the 
adoption of the resolution, but thedirectory was 
unwilling to further experiment with so im- 
portant a departure from established usage. 
Mr. Nelson yielded gracefully and the resolu-

The family had been house-cleaning, and 
Prof. Loomis, who is Principal at the Wells 
School, had returned home from the duties of 
the day, and his niece, who was of the 
gtaduating class in the Marquette School, had 
come home a short time before. Mrs. Loomis 
was resting on a sofa in the parlor while her 
husband was arranging the furniture. Jennie, 
to relieve her aunt, had gone to the kitchen to 
prepare dinner. 

The professor was moving a bookcase 
across the parior when there came a terrific 
explosion. He was thrown to the floor, the 
bookcase was blown across his body and feil 
with a crash on his wife. The doors and win- 
dows were blown out and everything in the 
room was thrown into the wildest confusion. 

As the professor extricated himself from the 
confused heap he heard his niece screaming 
in the hallway leading to the kitchen. In a 
moment he rescued his wife, who fortunately 
had not been hurt, and then ran to see what 
was the matter with his niece. Hastening 
through the dining room to the 
door into the hallway be a- 
tempted to open it, but there was 
something against it on the other side and it 
would only open a few inches. He could see 
flames rolling from the bath-room into the hall 
and his niece lying on the floor. 

Without losing a moment’s time he ran 
through the outside hall into the kitchen and 
then into the hallway where the girl lay. As 
he passed through the kitchen he caught up a 
shawl and an overcoat which lay on a chair. 
Not minding the scorching flames he threw 
the coat and shawl over the giri and raised 
her to her feet. This enabled his wife to open 
the door into the dining-room. 

As soon as the door was open the poor girl, 
mad with pain and fright, broke from his 
grasp and ran across the room. ‘She stumbled 
over something and fell, and Mrs, Loomis 
picked up the overcoat and attempted to 
smother the flames. Her hands were badly 
scorched and the skirts of her dress caught 
fire, 

Saving His Wife. 

Prof. Loomis, seeing his wife’s danger, 
grasped her in his arms and hurried with her 
to the outside hall and with a table-cover 
smothered the fire which was burning her 
skirts. Then leaving her he ran back to his 
niece, The room was stifling with smoke and 
athin blue flame rolled up from the bath- 
room to the ceiling. As he entered the din- 
ing-room he saw his niece rise from the floor, 
her skirts all ablaze to her waist and her hair 
burning. Before he could reach her she sank 
to the floor again, writhing in agony. 

He attempted to take her up in his arms, 
but the fire was more than he could endure. 
It burned his face and scorched his hair. He 
became blind for the time, Leaving his niece 


he groped his way to the door and was assisted 


to the street by neighbors.. at | 

It was all over in less than five minutes. 
Before any aid arrived the fire in the flat was 
so hot that no one could enter it, and the Fire 
Department had arrived. The lifeless body 
of the girl was taken to the morgue on Mil- 
waukee avenue and Prof.and Mrs. Loomis 
were taken to the home of Mrs. B. A. Melvin, 
No. 513 Adams street. 

Dr. R. N. Foster dressed the wounds of 
Prof. and Mrs. Loomis. The professor com- 
plained of asevere pain in his chest and it 
was feared he had inhaled the flame. His 
throat was considerably scorched. The blind- 
ness which came over him while he was try- 
ing to save his niece was only temporary and 
the doctor did not think it would prove seri- 
ous. Mrs. Loomis had all the skin burned off 
her hands, but was not otherwise injured, 

How the explosion was caused is not known. 
Mrs. Loomis said that acan of gasoline had 
been brought in by the grocer half an hour 
before the accident and put in the bath-room. 
There was no fire in the bath-room, which had 
a west window that was wide open. Mr. 
Loomis said he had intended to have it put 
in the cellar, but was busy at the time and for- 
got it. 

They occupied the top flat in the building. 
It was completely wrecked and the contents 
ruined. The loss will be $1,500. 

Jennie Tupper was the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. M. C. Tupper of Grand Blanc, Mich. 
About a year ago she came to Chicago to 
make her home with her uncle that she might 
have the advantages of the public schools. 
Prof. Loomis lost a daughter about her age a 
few years ago and he and his wife were as de- 
voted to Jennie as if she had been their own 


child. 
BURNED TO DEATH BY ALCOHOL, 


How Clara Peng, 16 Years Old, Lost Her 
Life. 

Clara Peng, the 16-year-old daughter of a 
wealthy Pomeroy, Ia., merchant, who was 
visiting her aunt, Mrs. Alvena Miller, at No. 
582 Sedgwick street, was accidentally burned to 
death Thursday night. Miss Peng was suffer- 
ing from cramps and a bandage soaked in 
alcohol had been placed over her abdomen. 
While preparing to retire she lita match and 
the vapor from the alcohol ignited and in an 
instant the cloth was in flames. 

The blazing alcohol rose to the girl’s face 
and stifled her screams for aid, but Mrs. 
Miller rushed to help her and tore off the band- 
age, burning her hands severely in doing 30. 
Miss Peng was terribly burned about the 
body and the flesh peeled off in strips. She 
lay in a comatose condition all night and 
yesterday morning died in great agony. Drs. 
Brougham and Rohn did all that medical skill

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WRECK OF A BOSTON CORPORATION. 


Stockholders of the Bay State Shoe-Fasten- 
ing Company Badly Swindled. 

Boston, Mass., May 8.—|Special.}|—The 
stockholders of the Bay State Shoe-Fastening 
company have just learned the unpleasant fact 
that their corporation has been wrecked and 
some $147,000 in cash and stock has mysteri- 
ously disappeared. The corporation was or- 
ganized three years ago under New Hampshire 
laws, with an authorized capital of $300,000. 
The stockholders took $150,000 of this, while 


the remainder was left in the treasury to be 


issued as required. 

The company manufactured patent fasten- 
ing machines and rented them to boot and 
shoe manufacturers throughout the country. 
As the 10 per cent dividends came regularly 
the stockholders were happy. until a short 
time ago, when circumstances arose which 
led to the employment of an expert to look 
into the company’s affairs. He found 
that certain of the officials of the 
company had manipulated the treasury stock 
to their own purpose and that there was not 
money enough in the treasury even to pay 
him for his services, the fleeced stockholders 
being obliged to take up a collection. The 
dividends, it seems, were paid from cash re- 
ceived from stock and not from earnings. 
The Treasurer, James C. Brady, and Horace 
Windrom, a director, are held responsible for 
the wreck.

REGULATING BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS 


Mr. Noonan’s Bill Providing for a State In- 
spection Passes the Senate. 
Sym, III., May 8.—The Senate this 
morning passed Senator Noonan's bill amend- 
ing the Building and Loan Association law by 
providing for State inspection of such associa- 
tions. The bill, which has already been pub- 
lished in Tan Trisonsz, provides that all 
building and loan associations doing business 
in the State shall; within sixty days after the 
close of each fiscal year, file with the Auditor 
of Public Accounts a printed statement of the 
receipts and expenditures of such association 
for such year, its assets and liabilities, the 
number of shares of capital stock issued, 
withdrawn, and in force, eto. It shall be the 
duty of the Auditor, whenever nine or more 
stockholders of any association so request, to 
examine into the affairs of any association. 
He shall publish the result of any investi, a- 
tion in one or more newspapers published in 
the county in which the principal office of the as- 
sociation is located, and annually shall report 
to the Governor the financial condition of all 
associations doing business in this State. 
Whenever it a to the Auditor the assets 
of any association are insufficient to justify its 
continuance of business he shall communi- 
cate the fact to the directors of such associa- 
tion. Such directors shall be allowed sixty 
days within which to make the assets sufficient, 
incase the assets are not made sufficient with- 
in that time the Auditor shall report thesame to 
the Attorney-General, whose duty it shall then 
become to apply to the Circuit Court of the 
county in which the principal office of the 
association is located for an order requiring 
it to show cause why the bysiness of the asso- 
ciation shall not be closed.

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A MOTHER TRYING TO RECOVER THE 
CHILD SHE SOLD. 

Sensational Proceedings Against the Widow 
of a Wealthy Staten Island Brewer—An 
Old Bit of History Recalled by an Action 
in Court—Checkered Career of a Woman 
Who Figures in the Case—General Met- 
ropolitan News, . 

New Yorx, May 8.—[Special.]—Minnie 
Schmeile-Hauck-Rubsam-Enochian is trying 
to get possession of her daughter again. Her 
effort has wrought consternation in the house- 
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hold of the late Joseph Rubsam, who used to 


be the wealthiest brewer on Staten Island. 
The story of Minnie’s surrender of the child 


and her efforts to regain possession of her is 
an interesting one. This time she has suc- 
ceedea in getting a writ of habeas corpus 
commanding Mrs. Amelia Rubsam, the brew- 
er’s widow, to bring Josephine Louise Rub- 
sam, now 11 years old, into the Kings County 
Supreme Court tomorrow. 

oseph Rubsam left an estate amounting to 
nearly $2,000,000, Within a few weeks his 
widow was 8 to administer upon his 
estate, when a second widow appeared. She 
claimed to have been married to Rubsam 
thirty years ago. This was true enough, but 
the present Mrs. Rubsam, who had been mar- 
ried to the brewer about fourteen years ago, 
produced proof that her husband had been di- 
roroed from his first wife long before he had 
married her. 

The old man had not only left his divorced 
wife penniless, but had disinherited her son 
Carl, born before the divorce, on the ground 
that he believed Carl was some other man’s 


son. 

Minnie Schmeile was the daughter of old 
man Schmeile, a shoemaker who lives in 
Stapleton. She was always a pretty girl. When 
she was about 18 years old she met Joseph 
Rubsam, the brewer. She bore him a child 
in 1878. The infant soon died. In 1879 Min- 
nie became the mother of a girl baby. She 
named her Josephine Louise Rubsam. When 
the baby was 2 years old Minnie and Rubsam 
quarreled. They were es for a long 
time. The old man grew anxious to have his 
little daughter with him. His own wife was 
childiess. He to make overtures 
to Minnie. The spectacle of a father 
buying his own child from its 
mother is not at all common. But that is 
what Joseph Rubsam had to do. He paid 
Minnie $1,500 for his child and hers. March 
27, 1882, a formal instrument was executed 
and duly signed by which Minnie Schmeile, in 
consideration of $1,500, surrendered her 
daughter, Josephine Louise, to Joseph Rub- 
sam forever. The present Mrs, Rubsam loves 
her husband’s daughter as dearly as if the 
child were her own. Josephine is nowa

Mrs. Rubsam. 

Minnie Schmeile had a fine time with her 
$1,500. Then she married a man named Hauck 
and settled down in Stapleton. ‘Hauck died 
in 1883. Minnie went out to see the world. 
Rubaam congratulated himself that he had 
seen the last of her. But in 188 she returned 
and demanded her ehild. She was locked up 
on the charge of disorderly conduct. Then 
she tried to poison herself, but the poison was 
pumped out of her. : 

Of Minnie’s history for the last five years 
but little is known save that she married a 
wealthy dry goods mérchant named Enochian 
in Cleve In her petition to bring her 
daughter Josephine into court, Minnie de-

Many Small Depositors Lose by the Failure 
of the Spring Garden National Bank. 

Partape rar, Pa., May 8&.—([Special.]— 
The closing of the doors of the Spring Garden 
National Bank tuday caused some alarm in 
financial circles, following, as it did, the col- 
lapse of-the Keystone. The Penn Trust com- 
pany, an adjunct of the bank, also made an 
assignment.

BULKELEY MAINTAINS HIS RIGHT. 


Answer of the Connecticut Governor to the 
Quo Warrante Proceedings, 

New Haven, Conn., May 8.—Attorney Will 
iam C. Case of this city, acting for Gov. Mor- 
gan G. Bulkeley and Lieut.-Gov. Samuel P. 
Merwin, filed the answer of those two gentle- 
men in answer to the quo warranto proceed- 
ings brought by Luzon B. Morris and Dr. 
Alsop in the Superior Court this morning. 

In his answer Gov. Bulkeley says the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Connecticut at its January 
session, 1889, by joint ballot elected him to be 
Governor for the term of two years, and until 
his successor should be duly qualified. Then 
he goes on to say that he still acts as Governor 
because no successor to him in the office of 
Governor has yet been chosen and 
duly qualified to hold such office, and 
no person can be vested with 
the office of Governor of Connecticut until he 
has been duly declared Governor by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Connecticut and qualified ac- 
cordingly ; that Luzon B. Morris did not have 
a majority over all, and that on account of the 
manifest mistakes in the returns it was im- 
possible to tell who, if any one, had been 
legally chosen Governor. 

Concluding, Gov. Bulkeley denies that he 
usurps the office, and says that he uses said 
office by warrant and authority of the law, and 
asks to be dismissed by the court of and from 
things charged upon him in this information. 
With the exception of change of name, 
Gen. Merwin’s answer is exactly the same.

CENSUS FIGURES ON INSANITY. 


Statistics Furnished in a Bulletin from 
Washington.

DESTRUCTION OF A PLANING-MILL. 


William Cook & Sons Suffer a Loss of 
$25,000. 

Last -evening the Fire Department was 
called out by a lively fire which destroyed 
the planing-mill plant of William Cook &

THE LATEST ASPECT OF THE BERING 
SEA CONTROVERSY. 

Dec. 13 last Secretary Blaine in a letter to 
Sir Julian Pauncefote set forth six propositions 
which the administration was willing to sub- 
mit to arbitration for the settlement of the 
controversy between this country and Great 
Britain in the Bering Sea matter. On the llth 
of February Lord Salisbury replied by stating 
his government’s views on these issues, and 
offering an English basis for arbitration. On 
the 14th of April Secretary Blaine replied, 
making some concessions in the issues as 
originally stated. Acomparison of the two 
sets of propositions made by this country, 
with references to Lord Salisbury’s proposi- 
tions, will show that while the two countries 
are still considerably apart in their ideas 
there should be no bar to arbitration if En- 
gland is honestly desirous to end the long con- 
troversy. 

The first and second of the original propo- 
sitions of issues for arbitration, made by Sec- 
retary Blaine, were as follows: 

1. What exclusive jurisdiction on the sea 
Bering Sea, and what exclusive 
rights in the seal fisheries therein, did Russia as- 
sert and exercise prior and up to the time of ces- 


sion of Alaska to the United States? 
2. How far were these claims of jurisdiction as 


to the seal fisheries recognized and conceded by 
Great Britain? 

To these Lord Salisbury offered no objec- 
tion, and they, consequently, remain as they 
were... The only criticism made upon the sec- 


ond by Lord Salisbury was as follows: 

But the vital question for decision is whether 
any other government, especially whether the 
Government of Great Britain, has ever accepted 
the claim put forward in this ukase. 

Our contention is that not only can it not be 
shown that the Government of Great Britain at 
any time since 1821 has admitted the soundness of 
the pretension ‘put forward by that ukase, but 
that it can be shown that it has categorically de- 
nied it on more than one occasion. 

The third of the original propositions was: 

3. Was the body of water now known as the 
Bering Sea included in the phrase “Pacific 
Ocean” as used in the treaty of 1825 between 
Great Britain and Russia, and what rights, if 
any, in the Bering Sea were given or conceded to 
Great Britain by the said treaty? 

To this proposition Lord Salisbury entered 
an objection, refusing to submit the last part. 
of it (“what rights, if any, in the Bering Sea 
were given or conceded to Great Britain by 
the treaty ’’) to arbitration, upon the ground 
that England could not be deprived of the right 
to free passage and free fishing unless it con- 
sented to abandon it, and hence it would not 
allow the treaty of 1825 between Engiand and 
Russia to be considered. The third proposi- 
tion has now been changed and in its amended 


form reads as follows: 

3. Was the body of water known as the Bering 
Sea included in the phrase “Pacific Ocean as 
used in the treaty of 1825 between Great Britain 
and Russia, and what rights, if any, in the Be 
ring Sea were held and exclusively exercised by 
Russia after said treaty? 

The fourth of the original propositions was 
as follows: 

4. Did not all the rights of Russia as to juris- 
diction and as to seal fisheries in Bering Sea east 
of the water boundary in the treaty between the 
United States and Russia of March 30, 1867, pass 
unimpaired to the United States under that 
treaty? 

To this Lord Salisbury made no objection 
and it consequently remains as it was. The 
fifth of the original propositions was as fol- 
lows :” 

5. What are now the rights of the United States 
as to the fur-seal fisheries in the waters of the 
Bering Sea outside of the ordinary territorial 
limits, whether such rights grow out of the ces- 
sion by Russia of any special richts or jurisdic- 
tion held by it in such fisheries or iu the waters of 
Bering Sea, or out of ownership of the breeding 
islands and the habits of the seals in resorting 
thither and rearing their young thereon and go- 
ing out from the island for food, or out of any 
other fact or incident connected with the relation 
of those seal fisheries to the territorial possessions 
of the United States? 

To this proposition Lord Salisbury made a 
wholesale objection. He rejected all of the 
proposition after the words territorial lim- 
its. The new proposition has been changed 
materially and now stands: 

5. Has the United States any right, and, if 
so, what right of protection or property in the 
fur seals frequenting the islands of the United 
States in the Bering Sea, when such seals are 
found outside the ordinary three-mile limit? 

To this categorical statement most certainly 
England can offer no ‘objection, as it involves 
the simple question of abstract mght which 
lies a‘ the very basis of the whole controversy. 
While it does not state the point originally 
made by Mr. Blaine—namely: that the killing 
of the female seals and their young was 
„contra bonos mores —it involves it all the 
same. The sixth proposition as originally 
stated was as follows: 


it necessary that the United — should exer- 
cise an exclusive jurisdiction in order to protect 
the seal for the time living upon the islands of 
the United States and feeding - therefrom? 
(2) Whether a closed season (during which the 
killing of seals in the waters of Bering Sea out- 
side the ordinary territorial limits shall be pro- 
hibited) is necessary to save the seal-fishing in- 
N so valuable and important to mankind, 

from deterioration or destruction? And. if so, 
(3) what months or parts of months should be 
included in such season and over what waters it 
should extend? 

This, the closing issue, remains unchanged, 
and, as will be seen, is tantamount to an offer 
for this country to establish a close season for 
the protection of the seals and to establish a

years has changed the equity of the case thereto- 
fore prevailing. 

Thus the case stands. Itis not likely that 
this government will make any further con- 
cession. It has gone more than half way in 
meeting Lord Salisbury’s objections. It has 
submitted a fair statement of the issues of the 
ease for arbitration and it has offered a 
modus vivendi pending the outcome of the 
arbitration by offering to make a close sea- 
son, even at the expense of the company 
which has a contract with it, so that the seals 
may be saved from the merciless slaughter 
which threatens speedily to exterminate them. 
More than this the administration cannot do. 
The honesty and sincérity of England will 
now be tested. 


STILL PUSHING THE LAKE-FRONT GRAB. 

The House Judiciary committee had the 
Illinois Central Lake-Front steal before it 
day before yesterday, and after making some 
amendments to the bill postponed its consid- 
eration to Tuesday. 

Great stress was laid on these modifications, 
and it was said one of them will “sicken the 
railroad company.” As they were all drafted 
by that corporation and have its approval, it 
is not likely it will gag over them. By the 
bill as presented the railroad company was 
given all the rights of the city and State to 
the territory between the river and Adams 
street a mile east from Michigan avenue. As 
this would cover not merely the entire 
upper portion of the inner harbor, including 
the entrance from the river, and would cover 
also the government pier and go a little 
beyond it, the Central saw on reflection that 
the United States never would consent to such 
a grab, and therefore lowered its demands so 
that it is not to go east of the government 
dock line. The change is in the interests of 
the road, and it deserves no credit for suggest- 
ing it. | 

Another amendment to which the road con- 
sents willingly is one providing that the little 
strip of land which it proposes to give the city 
east of its new right of way, and which it has 
been said should be made a park, may be em- 
ployed for commercial purposes—the city may 
make docks and wharves there. But if Chicago 
is going into that busmess it ought to stand 
by the Harlan decision, which gives it the en- 
tire wharf frontage on the outer habor. 

But while many amendments were made 
not one of them strikes out that robber feature 
of the bill, the gift to the road of the four 
Michigan avenue blocks, a third of a mile in 
frontage, which are worth four millions now 
and will be worth twenty twenty years hence. 
No member of the committee moved to strike 
out that section which gives the city the only 
land which it has at its disposal for miscel- 
laneous public uses. It has parks on the 
north, south, and west, but they can be used 
for park purposes only, It has also four big 
blocks of land in the heart of the city which 
can be used by the people in a hundred ways 
in winter as well as summer, by night as well 
as by day. While the city cannot do without 
them the road can. It can build its depot east 
of Central avenue extended south, and will 
be better off than if it carried it over to Mich- 
igan avenue. 

These amendments prepared by the Illinois 
Central are offered merely tothrow dust in 
the eyes of the people, It is the customary 
game of grabbers to surrender with mock re- 
gret and many pretended objections some tri- 
fling thimgs, holding fast all the time to the 
really valuable booty. Legislators are used 
to that kind of trick and cannot be cheated by 
it. So if this bill passes it will be because of 
boodle, and not because of the guileless nat- 
ures of the members of the General Assem- 
bly. It will be put through precisely as the 
steal of 1869 was, and, as that damned the 
men who took part in it, so will the passage 
of the pending measure damn the men who 
vote for it, especially if they do so after its in- 
iquities have been ripped up by a gubernato- 
rial veto. 

When the Judiciary committee takes up this 
rotten bill again it should knock out the sec- 
tion giving the four Michigan avenue blocks 
to the railroad and see if it takes as kindly to 
that alteration as it does to those which it has 
suggested and which are falsely spoken of as 
victories for the people. 


MUTUAL SAVINGS BANKS. 

The Mutual Savings Bank act now pending 
in the Senate on its third readmg has been 
extensively discussed within the last few days. 
About the only opposition manifested to the 
measure seems to come from those few who 
are too lazy or prejudiced to understand the 
character of the situation. Some of them talk 
as if they thought the State of Illinois already 
had a savings bank act, which is not the case. 
A bill was passed in 1887, but there being no 
provision for submitting it to the people it 
became ipoperative. It is that very bill 
which the friends of the measure are now 
seeking to have passed as alaw. Another 
objection is that it has not received the sup- 
port of the meninthis community who are 
best able to judge of its merits. This also is a 
mistake, The petition to pass the bill in 1889 
was signed by Messrs. Field, Doane, See- 
berger, and Farwell, merchants ; Gage, Schnei- 
der, Odell, Sturges, Eames, Keith, Mitchell, 
Clark, Reed, Walsh, Grannis, Gray, and Black, 
bankers ; and numerous other members of the 
Cm. Union League, and Iroquois 
clubs. All of these gentlemen are more or 
less conversant with banking needs and meth- 
ods, and not one of them had or has an ax to 
grind in favoring the passage of the bill. 
They do so because they believe it would 
enormously stimulate a resort to the sav ings 
banks by wage earners and others who have 
small incomes, whom it would benefit direct- 
ly while tending to elevate the morale of the 
city, and be not without marked benefit indi- 
rectly to general business interests. 

The great majority of savings banks which 
are organized on the proprietary plan doa 
savings part of it is not especially profitable, 
which is partly owing to the poor patronage 
due to the payment of small rates of interest. 
pees 4 mo an element of disquiet in or- 
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„and as many as desire it can with- 

money in the reduced ratio without 
10 to the rest. This is one of the features 
prominently ‘considered by the American 
Bankers’ Association in 1883, when a thorough 
examination was made by a special committee 
of experts, sitting for a year, into all the sav- 
ings bank laws of the several States. 

The recommendations of that committee 
were published at length in the convention 
journal for 1888, and since then several States 
have legislated in accordance with them. 
These recommendations were faithfully fol- 


lowed in the drafting of the Illinois bill of 


1887, and the one now pressed for passage is 
that identical act, which failed to become an 
operative law simply because of an uninten- 
tional omission. There should be no opposi- 
tion to its adoption. especially as substantially 
the same measure has been found to work 
well in sixteen of the States, and not a single 
objectionable feature has been discovered in 
itas the resultof working under it in the 
handling of a line of deposits which at the 
present time aggregates nearly $1,400,000,000, 
which is close to a hundred times the present 
total of savings deposits in ali the banks in 
Illinois. 

WHAT MILLS DOES NOT KNOW ABOUT 

FARMING, 

Roger Q. Mills tells the readers of the May 
Forum some of the things he does not know 
about the cost of production in the United 
States and the best mode of insuring con- 
sumption of all that is produced here. The 
following is a specimen brick from his paper: 

The cost of producing a bushel of wheat 
in this country does not exceed forty cents.“ 

It is true that a few years ago the owner of 
one of the great bonanza wheat farms in the 
Red River Valley was alleged to have made 
some such statement for his own property. 
If correctly reported his remark would be 
tantamount to an admission that on his farm, 
with virgin soil, low yaluation on account of 
recent cheap purchase, the most extensive use 
of machinery, and the employment of human 
labor on the gang plan for but a few weeks at 
a time, he was able to produce wheat ata 
trifle less than forty cents per hushel. But 
suppose he did say so, and that his statement 
is true, it by no means proves that the aver- 
age farmer can sell his wheat at such a Ggure 
without great loss, The man who cultivates 
only a few acres may avail himself of the aid 
given by agricultural machinery, but the in- 
terest on the cost of that machinery amounts 
with him to a great deal more per acre than 
the same does on a bonanza farm of thou- 
sands of acres. He has to pay more taxes per 
acre, the interest on the value of the land is 
greater, and the labor account takes with him 
a widely different shape. Hence the raising 
of his wheat costs him far more than the sum 
named. 

Congressman Mills ought to be better in- 
formed in regard to the facts, and if ignorant 
of them he should know itis the height of 
folly for a man in his position to talk or write 
in such a strain. He was selected last fall by 
the Democratic managers to stump the West 
in behalf of the party, and lectured extensive- 
ly, paying particular attention to Wisconsin 
and Minnesota, It is fair to presume 
that he rubbed against the farming class to 
some extent, and gained at least a little idea 
of their experiences in relation to the cost of 
agricultural processes and how much they dis- 
like anything that tends to leseen the value of 
their labor in the estimation of the men who 
buy their produce, Also he is believed to 
have high political aspirations. He is said to 
be an active candidate for the Speakership of 
the House, which ranks as the third office in 
the gift of the people through their chosen 
representatives. He has an idea that some 
day he may be a candidate for the office of 
President, or at least Vice-President, or per- 
haps be elevated to a seat in the American 
House of Lords. It is not likely he will gain 
many votes from among the farming class by 
the statement which would make it appear 
they are able to raise wheat for forty cents 
per bushel, leaving it to be inferred that any- 
thing above that price delivered from the 
farm is an excessive profit which should not 
be submitted to by American consumers. 

The trouble with Roger Q. Mills is that he 
has not only an itching for office but some of 
the old taskmaster blood still rannmg in his 
veins. He is reasoning in the line of thought 
that used to obtain among the slaveholders, 
who asked themselves how much a “nigger” 
was worth and what amount of effective labor 
they could get out of himin return for little 
more than an allowance of a peck of corn 
meal per week. And he is today working 
shoulder to shoulder with a ldt of men who if 
they had their way would reduce the pay of all 
the wageworkers of the United States to a 
level with that earned by the pauper labor of 
Europe. That is what the doctrine of free 
trade means, and the working classes in this 
country would soon find that out to their cost 
if those free-trade doctrines should prevail.

Mr. Sanford of Morris quotes with approval 
what he calls a well-considered paper on 
drainage, read to the Board of Trustees by 
Mr. Wenter, one of its members. This gen- 
tleman, whose business of furniture manu- 
facturer has na‘urally not tended to familiar- 
ize him with sewage problems, says: 

The amount of organic matter carried into 
the canal, when the, pumps were throwing 50,000 
cubie feet per minute, was less than one 
fourth of the organic waste produced by the 
city as sewage, and that if all the sewage of the 
city was made tributary to the canal, 200,000 
cubic feet a minute would not change the charac- 


ter of that now pumped into the canal. . 
The amount of organic matter carried out by the 


canal was about 250 tons per day. This was 
probably less than one-fourth the total organic 
waste produced by the city as sewage. 
Whereupon Mr. Sanford is moved to ob- 
serve that from the above it is evident that 
the valley does not now receive one-fourth of 
the sewage of Chicago.” Where does it go, 
then? What becomes of the tliree-quarters, or 
263,750 tons per year, which the Morris lawyer 
and the Chicago furniture manufacturer say 
does not go into the canal? The necessary in- 
ference is that it goes into the lake. But only 
a few of the sewers in the Chicago Sanitary 
District empty directly into that body of 
water, only those draining the territory east 
of the sand-ridge which skirts the shore of the 


lake and but a few hundred yards west of it. 


The only sewers which discharge into the lake 
are those in the eastern part of Lake View 
and some short ones in Chicago and half a 
dosen in Hyde Park. There are no manufac- 
tories in this shore strip, and hence less than 
10 per cent of the total sewage goes into the 
lake, and of that much finds its. way back into 
the river and the canal. Ten or twelve thou- 
sand feet per minute of lake water with Lake 
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is given by the Hering report. It appears from 
that document that with the pumps throwing 
45,000 cubic feet of water into the canal the 
water at the Bridgeport was 16 per cent 
sewage. At Polk street t was 13 per cent. 
At the forks of the river it was 9 per cent, at 
Fifth avenue a little over 4 per cent, and at 
Rush street a shadow over 1 per cent. These 
figures show that with the pumps going none 
of the sewage discharged into the river, not 
even from the Clark and State street sewers, 
found its way into the lake. It was carried south- 
ward to the canal locks. For water will seek 
its level, and so long as the pumps are run- 
ning the lower level will be at Bridgeport at 
the pumping works. 

It appears, therefore, that nearly all the sew- 
age of Chicago goes into the canal now. Were 
the dilution six times what it is now, as pro- 
posed, no more sewage would go down the valley 
than at present; but it would flow with so much 
water that it would be offensive nowhere to 
nose or eye, Sanford understands all this, 
but his occupation is to pervert and misrep- 
resent from motives of malice. 


NEW YORK AND THE WORLD’S FAIR. 

The failure of the Legislature to pass the bill 
for a State representation at the Chicago World’s 
Fair was a misfortune, not so much to thé Fair 
as to New York. The Fair can get on without 
New York, but New York cannot afford to be un- 
represented there, and she will not be. 

There is still time enough to provide for the 
State’s representation, but the delay must result 
in hurry, and will probably involve some inade- 
quacy in the showing made, which, as that of the 
greatest State in the Union, ought to be the 
greatest State exhibit of all. The next Legisla- 
ture will meet in January, 1892. If it acts prompt- 
ly theemishap may be in a considerable degree re- 
paired, and in any event New York’s industries 
will be represented as adequately as private en- 
ergy and skill can make them. 

There should be no misapprehension as to the 
cause of the Legislature's failure to act. It was 
not due in the smallest degree to hostility or even 
to indifference to the Fair, as some of the Chi- 
cago newspapers assume. No such feeling exists 
in New York. The bill failed simply because the 
Republican majority in the Senate, having made 
up its mind to have a canal investigation at State 
expense for purely partisan purposes, obstinately 
refused to take up this or any other public meas- 
ure passed by the Assembly until its desire, for 
“ campaign thunder should be satisfied, and ad- 
hered to that resolution to the end, departing 
from it only far enough to assent to the extension 
of a Republican officeholder’s term. 

But the failure of the Legislature makes alert- 
ness and energy in private effort peculiarly neces- 
sary. Whatever else happens, New York must be 
conspicuously well represented at the Fair, not for 
the sake of the Fair, though its success should be 
near to every American heart, but for the sake of 
New York.—N. Y. World. 

Per contra, the Albany (N. Y.) Evening 
Journal has given the inside history of the de- 
feat of the appropriation, and, although Tuz 
Tann already has printed it, we republish 
it as an offset to the assertions of the World 
and to its efforts to saddle the blame upon 


the Republicans. It says: 

The Stewart bill appropriating $200,000 for the 
proper representation ot New York at Chicago 
was defeated by the Democratic leaders in the 
Assembly, not by accident or oversight, but by 
premeditation and design. The measure passed 
the Republican Senate early in the session with- 
out open opposition. Week after week. however, 
it was allowed to sleep in the Ways and Means 
committee of the Democratic Assembly, and ail 
the efforts of the Republican minority of that 
committee and others interested in the passage 
of the measure to secure a report were unavail- 
ing. The heavy hand of Charles P. McClelland, 
Chairman of that committee and Democratic 
leader on the floor, rested upon the Stewart bill. 
No hearing was given on the measure nor has any 
explanation of the inexcusable delay been at- 
tempted. But when in the last fortnight of the 
legislative session an obstructive Democratic 
minority in the Senate, by filibustering tactics, 
had brought the wheels of legislation to a stand- 
still rather than permit the investigation of the 
Democratic canal ring, the Stewart bill was re- 
ported—not to be passed and sen the executive 
chamber; on the contrary, to be loaded down 
with two amendments which had been con- 
sidered and rejected by the Senate, one of which 
increased the appropriation to $250,000 and the 
other changed the commission named to super- 
vise the expenditure of the money. The manner 
of the final resurrection no less than the long 
sleep of the Stewart bill was convincing evidence 
of Bourbon hostility to the enactment of en 
measure, 

It will be generally conceded that the ‘AL 
bany paper has the best of the controversy; 
but, be this as it may, it is evident that both 
sides are trying to escape from the odium of 


the failure by charging it upon each other. 
They now realize that the State has been 
placed in a mortifying position and that the 
people are outraged because of it. All’s well 
that ends well, however, and if, as the out- 
come of this failure, the next Legislature 
makes a half-million dollar appropriation it 
will compensate for the lost time, and it will 
go far towards repairing the miserable mis- 
take of the partisan politicians, no matter 
who they were. 


“CHICAGO PACKING AND THE WEST.”

By its census just taken it can 
boast a round fifty millions of people—solid, 
stanch inteiligent people who have a worid- 
wide reputation for their exhaustive industry, 
research, and productive genius in commer- 
cial, scientific, and industrial effort, as well as 
in music, art, and literature. Owmg to the 
unfortunate national animosities between 
them France will not exhibit in Germany nor 
Germany in France; but in the World’s Pair 
at Chicago they will be side by side, and it 
may be well imagined that under the circum- 
stances there will be an ardent competition 
between them and that they will take a special 
pride in exhibiting here, as the United States 
is a long-time friend and the old ally of both 
countries.

How the Ferns Anti-Trust Bill Is Regarded 
in Chicago. 

Mr. Ferns’ Anti-Trust bill, which passed the 
House at Springfield Thursday by an almost 
unanimous yote, does not seem to meet with 
much favor among Chicago business-men. 
The bill provides that when any partnership or 
corporation or any association of individuals 
form any pool, trust, agreement, or combina- 
tion to regulate or fix the price of any com- 
modity or to limit the amount of production 
they shall be guilty of conspiracy to defraud. 
The penalties provided are fines of from $500 
to $15,000, the amount depending upon the 
number of convictions for the offense obtained 
against the party concerned. Among the 
opinions expressed were the following: 

Marshall Field—This bill will accomplish no 
— Combinations and corners cannot be regu- 

ated by statute—they will be regulated by the 
laws of trade. It is, and has been found, im 1- 
ble to maintain any such corners—they alwa 
came to naught. Show me a case in which th 
men concerned did not beceme bankrupt. There 
is no use in the Legislature passing such laws. 

George H. Webster of Armour & Co.—The bill is 
not yet a law and we don’t care to say much upon 
it before it isthe law. We are op to any 
such legislation, but if it is enac into a law 
such a law would have to be respected, and I sup- 
pose cr meu accomplish what it is aimed to ac- 
complish. 

Charles L. Hutchinson, President Corn Exchange 
Bank—I don’t care to express an opinion before 
giving the bill some attention. I haven't even 
read it yet. It strikes me, to give an opinion off 
hand, t such a law is unconstitutional.

President Harrison Met at Potatello by a 
Delegation from Salt Lake City. 

Pocatetxo, Idaho, May 8.—The President 
and party arrived at Pocatello at 7 o’clock to- 
night, having had a rather uneventful trip 
from Boise City across the country of the lava 
beds.

A Panic Narrowly Averted on the Paris 
Kxchange Yesterday. 

Lonpon, May 8.—The known difficulties of 
several Paris financiers who are heavily load- 
ed with Russian and Portuguese stocks have 
induced a bear raid on these and other specu- 
lative kinds of stocks. The selling, which 
had been lively since Monday, paused yester- 
day. The bourses being closed Thursday— 
Ascension Day—the members of the 
London Stock Exchange seized the 
opportunity to try to improve prices 
and a decided rally set in until the 
Paris operators woke up and checked the rise 
by placing here large selling orders. To as- 
sist the operation of these financiers rumors 
were circulated involving the credit of .a num- 
ber of prominent firms, Thus it was that the 
firm of Messrs. Ephrussi, who have for along 
time been deeply interested in Portuguese 
stocks, was mentioned as — among the 
firms said to be in a shaky condition. tt was 
definitely stated that a member of the firm 
had fied or had committed suicide. 

Yesterday blocks of Portuguese, Russian, 
Italian, and Spanish securities were thrown on 
the London stock market, which completely 
knocked the feet from under the holders of 
these stocks. This caused a panic on the 
Paris bourse for some hours today. A large 
number of urders from scared provincial hold- 
ers assisted the rapid downward movement, 
which extended to the London, Berlin, and 
Frankfort exchanges. Toward the close the 
fall was arrested by extensive bear re-pur- 
chases, and it is announced that the firms whose 
position had been deemed shaky had obtained 
assistance. When business closed confidence 
was fast replacing the panicky feeling. In 
Paris 2 closed much above the lowest 
rates of the day, though the market is still un- 
settled.

PACIFIC SHORT LINE TO BE SOLD. 


Several Chicago Lines Anxious to Secure 
Control of the Road. 

Sroux Crry, Ia., May 8.—[Special.}—The 
order ofthe Federal District Court in Ne- 
braska to sell under foreclosure the Pacific 
Short: Line, whichis in the hands of a receiver, 
enhances the interest that enterprise has 
stirred up in railroad circles generally. 
Altho last year only 130 miles of that line 
was built, reaching from the Missouri River 
opposite Sioux City to O’Neill, Neb., it was 
justly regarded as oue of the most important 
railroad enterprises in the West. Beyond all 
question the arrangement was fully made to 
build the line through from Sioux City to 
Ogden, Utah, there to operate in harmony 
with the Central Pacific, which had been 
left “im the air by the Oregon line of the 
Union Pacific, and especially by the combina- 
tion of the Union Pacific with the Chicago 
and Northwestern. 

Back of the so-called Pacific Short Line to 
fill the gap between Sioux City and Ogden 
were the Central Pacific on the oné hand and 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul and the 
Pennsylvania on the other. The alliance of 
the Union Pacific and the Chicago and North- 
western isolated the Central Pacific with its 
terminus at Ogden as injuriously as it isolated 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul with its 
termini on the Missouri River. 

The whole hne between Sioux City and 
Ogden was surveyed and located. Most of it 
was e sctioned. It crossed the mount- 
ains via the Sweetwater Valley and South 
Pass, by all odds the easiest e and most 
direct route known. The Sioux City men who 
built the Sioux City and Northern line the 
year before put $1,000,000 into the construction 
company. New York and other Eastern 
parties put several million dollars in for a 
starter. The Manhattan Trust company held 
the bonds. The first division of the line was 
built and put into operation late in the fall, 
130 miles to O'Neill, Neb.

New York Times: The organs of McKin- 
leyism publish some curious assertions about 
tinplate. A few days ago the Cleveland Leader,

with the passage of the McKinley bill in the 
House. Now the New York Tribune would 
have its readers believe that manufacturers in 
this country are making so much tinplate that 
the manufacturers in Wales are compelled to 
stop work! Here is the curious statement 
from the Tribune of the 24th ult. : 

And now to learn that the American market in 
six months’ time has neo far by Amer- 
ican tinplate as to compel the Welsh trust to shut 
down te prevent a glut of the market! This is 
sad for the free-trader. 

From the Tribune’s point of view every 
one who thinks the McKinley duties are too 
high is a free-trader. Tribune knows 
that if the output of tinplate is to be reduced 
in the next two or three months this action 
will not be caused by the filling of the Amer- 
ican market with American tinplate. It knows 
that thus far this year the imports of tinplate 
have been enormous, and that they were sur- 
prisingly large in April. Manufacturers and 
merchants are putting in | stocks of for- 
eign tinplate because the duty is soon to be 
increased, and the foreign producers see that 
because of these pet purchases the demand 
must soon fall o 

The Evening Post has had an interesting ex- 
perience in 7 some facts about a tin- 
plate factory in Philadelphia. On the 25th 
ult, the trade journal Hardware, under the 
head Tinplate Facts, made the following 
announcement: 

The N. & G. Taylor company of Philadelphia, 
long an important tinplate importing house, an- 
nounce that under the changed conditions pro- 
duced by the Mc ey bill they are now able to 
offer in.the market the same brands of roofing 
tin which they hate imported in the past, made 
in the City of P Hadelnhia at their own works, 
and that they gre rapidly increasing the facilities 
of manufacture so as to be able to dispense entire- 
ly with Welsh manufacturers. 

The Post caused certain persons of the 
highest competency, moral and commercial,” 
to make inquiries in Philadelphia. One of 
the investigators reported on the 20th ult. that 
two persons had been instructed to buy some 
of this American tinplate; that one of them 
reported that he could not buy a box, or even 
one sheet; and that the other fared no better.

The party sent out last winter by the Agricul- 
tural partment includes besides Profs. 
Merridm and Palmer two other ornithologists, 
one Mr. Fisher from this city and the other 
detailed from work in the field in Utah; two 
botanists, Mr. PF. V. Coville of this city and 
Representative Funston’s son; an entomolo- 
gist from California, Prof. Koeberle; a 
service officer, who was sent with the to 
establish a signal station in the Death Valley 
region. and a topographer, sent by the geo- 
logical survey to make a topographical sur- 
vey of theregion, which has never before been 
explored.

The party is making a study of the distribu- 
tion of life in this wonderful region. Death 
Valley is an alkali desert seventy-five miles 
long by thirty wide, sunk 300 feet below the 
level of the sea. At one side of it Mount 
Whitney rises 14,000 feet skyward, and the 
party will endeavor to accomplish its 
ascent as soon as the snow melts. 
Valley is well named. People enter upon it 
with a scant supply of water, and deceiyed as 
to distances by constant mirages, press on- 
ward after their supplies are exhausted, think- 
ing to reach easant region 
before them in mirage. They o 
thirst before they discover that they have been 
deceived by. nature’s wonderful optical il- 
lusion. The exploring party has sent to Wash- 
i n hun of valuable specimens, valu- 
able enough in a commercial sense alone, 
Secretary Willetts says, to pay for the expedi- 
tion.

The Fetich of Loyalty to His Chief” Ridi- 
culed. 

Topeka (Kas.) Capital? A good deal of 
foolishness is going @round to the effect that 
Mr. Blaine is bound by ventiments of loyalty 
to his chief to announce that he will not ac- 
cept a nommmation for the Presidency next 
year. The fetich of “loyalty to his chief” 
seems to be generally accepted as something 
substantial and important in this connection. 

If the theory is correct that loyalty to the 
the head of an administration prevents a Cao- 
inet officer from standing as a candidate and 
makes him necessarily an ally and supporter 
of the Presidént for a second term it leads to 
most unfortunate consequences. It is to be 
presumed and hoped that every man who 
has served his country. conspicuously 
and commended himself to his party by 
loyalty to its principles and wisdom in its 


President if there is evidence of a general 
feeling in the party that he is fit for the office. 
This is a natural and desirable ambition. Few 

reat party leaders in the eg of the Nation 
— looked upon the White House without 
desiring to occupy it. It is to be presumed 
thatevery man of enough importance to be 
invited into the Cabinet is within the range of 
Presidential lightning. It is not necessary 
that he keep his rod up during the adminis- 
tration, but if it is to be understood that by 
accepting a Cabinet office he withdraws from 
the list of Presidential possibilities the result 
will be the refusal of every man fit and eligible 
for the Presidency to become part of an ad- 
ministration, and the consequence will be a 
party badly demoralized by factions and an 
administration supported only by the Presi- 
dential clique. 

It is the duty of a Republican to take a 
Cabinet office if called to it by a Republican 
President. He owes that much to his party 
and country; and in the event of a general de- 
mand for him as the candidate at the next 
election it is equally his duty to stand, accept- 
ing his party’s call, regardless of the personal 
ambition of the President or any other man. 
No Cabinet officer w rsonal ambition 
leads him to be disloyal te administration 
as a whole will ever be called to carry his 

arty’s standard in the next campaign. The 

resident runs no risk in that direction. That 
is not the spirit that commends. a man with 
the people. Mr. Blaine 1s strong with the 
people because he has been the President's 
right arm all through the administration. He 
has been loyalin the highest sense to the 
President’s administration, has attended 
strictly to the duties of his department, made 
no alliances outside, done no campaigning or 
speechmaking, kept out of newspaper inter- 
views, encouraged no one by word or look to 
| hurrah for the Blaine boom. That boom has 
arisen spontaneously, and if it results in a 
general demand for Mr. Blaine no considera- 
tion for the personal wishes of his chief need 
prevent him from accepting a nomination 
next year. 


WHAT HIGH WOOL DUTIES HAVE DONE. 


Knocked Down the Price of Ohio and Mick 
igan Wool—A Greedy, Short-Sighted Pol- 
icy Punished, 

Philadelphia Record: Acorrespondent who 
deals in yarns, and, curiously enough, favors 
a tariff system that obstructs his own trade, 
writes to correct some wool prices in an arti- 
cle recently printed in the Record. The dif- 
terence is not material, assuming his own 
prices to be entirely correct. The slight vari- 
ance is due only to a difference in dates. But, 
he asks: Why, O why, dear Mr. Editor, do 
you go to 1889 for your figures for compari- 
son? Well, why not go to 1889? As our cor- 
respondent’s data show, the price of Ohio XX 
wooi about July 1, 1889, was 34 to 37 cents a 
pound, The 15th of April, 1891, the price of 
this wool was from 30 to 32 cents a pound—a 
fall of nearly 15 per cent. 

In 1889, while the wool-growers were enjoy- 
ing the above prices for their product, the 
Ohio shepherds insisted that they had not 
enough protection. They claimed that the 
election of Harrison and of a Republican Con- 
2 in 1888 was a popular verdict in favor of 

igher duties on wool, and they loudly pre- 
dicted that this policy would advance prices 
and bring a newera of prosperity to the sheep- 
owers. In obedience tothe demands of the 
hio shepherds, the wool duties were accord- 
ingly raised, Judge Lawrence, one of the trio, 
having drawn up the schedule, including the 

„sorting provision, which so seriously men- 

aces the carpet industries with a double duty 

on third-class wool. | 

But the predictions of the Ohio shepherds, 
instead a having been verified, have been 
completely belied by the results. The fine 
domestic wool which stood at 37 cents a pound 
in July, 1889, fell to 34 cents in July, 1890, in 
the midst of the assurances of an increase of 
duty by Congress. Six months after the oper- 
ations of the tariff the same wool shows 
no recovery from the prevailing low rate of 
1890. The tariff divinity that was invoked so 
confidently has ref to respond to the 
hopes of its votdries. The laws of trade, much 
as they may be trampled upon, are more 
potent than acts of Congress, I. of pay- 
ing high prices for Ohio wool raised on 
land, American manufacturers continue to 
import wool from Australia over Judge Law- 
rence’s high tariff wall, and mix it with 
the wool of the Rocky Mountain ranges 
produced on land costing next to nothing per 
acre. At the same time consumer, in tak-

Labor and Law. 

Dr. Lujo Brentano, Professor of Political 
Economy in the University of Leipsic and 
author of Labor Guilds of the Present,“ the 
best, account of English trades unions, has 
written another work on “The Relation of 
Labor to the Law of Today,” which has been 
translated into English by Porter Sherman. 

According to the writer the labor question, 
as it is called, did not arise until that period 
when the labor guilds which came into existence 
because of the oppressive course of the older, 
patrician, city guilds began in turn to degen. 
hen the masters and journeymen

ence and the labor question became a 
burni one, The organization of industry 
2 scale made previous legislation, 
such as the laws concerning apprentices, use- 
less and left the r at the mercy of 
the factory employer. Then the workingmen 
to protect themselves began the organization 
of trades unions and agitation for the ten- 
hour day. Laws were passed to prevent 
these combinations of the workingmen, but 
the constant agitation of the latter Was too 
strong to be resisted and they were repealed. 
Then the employers began to form coalitions 
on their side, but with less „ to 
the special competition among m. Aud, 
last of all, came in land the courts of ar- 
bitration, which have done so much to lessen 
industrial strife. 

The author believes fully in trades unions, 
He lays great stress on their educational influ- 
ences, which tend to fit him A4 in gov- 
ernment, and is confident t they have 
secured for their members better wages than 
unorganized labor ever could have obtained. 
Under the Middle Age system of authority 
the State looked out for the workingman. 
It prescribed his duties, but it 
also defined his rights. Under the 
present system of individualism the 
wotkman must generally defend him- 
self. Dr. Brentano contends also that labor- 
ers united in unions can re te the supply 
of the commodity which they have to se 
their labor that they can increase their wages 
without injury to the consumer. Like most 
economists of the present day he rejects the 
old-fashioned wage-fund theory. Wages are 
nut, according to him, paid out of the profits, 
but form a part of the cost of production 

uite as much as what is paid for 
t raw material, nor is it true 
that the capital spent in the  pay- 
ment of wages at any given time is identical 
with the wealth of the country which can by 
any possibility be employed in the payment 
of wages. The author dwells on the point that 
high w increase the industry of the mass, 
as was showa when wages were raised in 
Prussian, Austrian, and Belgian mines in 
1872. But this, he admits, is not true of a 
transient increase—only a permarent one. 
So, while in the course of time, shortened 
hours lead to r intensity of labor, that 
result does not follow immediately. 

Dr. Brentano’s final conclusion is that, 
while some workmen can take care of them- 
selves and therefore need no legislation to 
assist them, there are others who cannot, un- 
aided, elevate their standard of living and for 
whom the interference of the Legislature is 
needed. But except in such cases all that is 
required isthe organization of laborers into 
trades unions culminating in courts of arbi- 
tration and ment. (The Relations of 
Labor to the Law of Today.

The Railway Problem. 


vance sheets. The book is now formally is- 
sued and, no doubt, will meet with a wide cir- 
culation, as it is from the hand of a man who 
understands the business and deals with its 
most salient features in a manner at once 
candid and forcible. It gives so much of the 
history of construction during the railroad 
era in the West as to presenta view of the 
means and methods by which the 
kings of transportation obtained such a 
tremendous power as % call for decided 
check by the Legislatures of the States a few 
years later, and finally by the United States 
Government. It telle how the lines obtained 
their power and capital in theshape of land 
grants and bonds which were considered at 
the time to be both n and fair, but 
with the after-development of country be- 
came an engine ofoppression. By arbitra- 
ry power in the making of discriminative rates 
the manager of a line could and did decree which 
one out of many cities and 
the route should prosper, and which few mer- 
chants out of the great number doing busi- 
ness in those places should make a profit or a 
loss. Not only that, but according to the whim 
of the autocrat the same man might be in 
favor one year and under ban the next. Yet, 
strange to say, at the beginning of the tp: 
tion many of the best men engaged in railro 
management insisted that to deprive them of 
this autocratic power was tantamount to con- 
fiscation of thé property they were managing. 
Many and perhaps most of the charters un- 
der which the roads were built provided that 
the Boards of Directors shoula have the 
right to their tolls, ete., as they 
should from time to time think reasonable. 
Construing these charter provisions as a con- 
tract with the State the companies at first de- 
nied that they were common carriers or sub- 
ject to the duties and restrictions imposed 
upon such by the common law. Hence the 
managers claimed and exercised the right 
to grant monopolies in business to favored 
individuals and firms. For example, one 
would be ted the exclusive privilege of 
buying all the wheat or corn, or selling all 
the wood or coal, and by the exercise of their 
power to discriminate in regard to rates and 


accommodations they were enabled to enforce’ 


these grants of exclusive privileges with a cer- 
tainty never before pertaining to such grants. 
ina 4 dictated to the communities in what 
markets they should sell their produce and 
buy their . In not a few cases these 
monopolies ha ve become so rich and powerful 
that instead of asking rebates as a favor they 
are now the masters of the railroads, and 
practi dictate the rates they vay. The 
most conspicuous illustration of this 
is the present position of the 
four great Chicago firms, engaged 
in slaughtering and marketing beef. 
Their present business was built up by re- 
bates paid by the trunk lines, and each began 
as a sort of protégé of one of the railways. 
Now with their immense business, by com- 
bining and throwing the bulk of it to one 
line, they have become dictators of rates to all 
the great railway corporations. These firms 
care little what rates they pay provided they 
are less than are granted to other shippers, so 
that they may continue to maintain their 
present practical monopoly.“ 

Chapter 5 is perhaps the most scathing in 
the book. It tells how the grangers were 
stirred to protest, and then describes how the 
managers acted under the Iowa law of 1887, 
of which he says: Had the companies ac- 
cepted these methods (sought to be attained 
by the law) it would seem that it should have 
resulted in a very happy adjustment. But they 
did nothi of the kind. They were 80 
wedded to their iilol of discrimination, and in 
fact had so befogged their own minds with 
their pretended mysteries, that Jike the chil- 
dren of Israel they continued to worship the 
calf of their own. creation. Immediately 
after the adjournment of the Legislature, in- 
stead of raising (those of) the rates which 
were admittedly too low or even steadily 
holding the old rates, in many cases the com- 
panies reduced them in about the same pro-

It is not the so-called Granger laws, nor the 
Inter-State law, nor the acts of commissions 
which have reduced ti rates of transporta- 
tion to the present unprofitable level, but the 
mismanagement of the companies. For more 
than twenty years the managements of West- 
ern railways have been engaged in the prose- 
cution oi rate wars, in which it was impossi- 
ble to decide which was acting on the offen- 
sive and which on the defensive. Each mana- 
ger has surrounded himself with a standing 
army of freight and passenger agents, con- 
tracting ageuts, soliciting agents, advertising 
agents, traveling agents, clerks, typewriters, 
and runners. In every important city and in 
many of the unimportant towns detachments 
of each of the companies have been 
permanently quartered, occupying the most 
‘expensive offices at the most conspicuous 
corners of the most important streets. Hardly 
a day has passed during twenty years without 
active engagements in dach city in which all 
the forces have been under fire. No expense 
has been spared to equip them with the latest 
and most expensive arms. The arts of the 
printer, the Gihaxceshde, and the engraver on 
wood and steel have been exhausted. Theater 
tickets, credits at livery stables, and “ etcet- 
eras have been supplied without stint and 
„no questions asked. Theexpenses of stand- 
ing armies have been enormous, but like all 
standing armies they are consumers and not 
producers. Their mission is to destroy. All 
of them together have not in twenty years 
prt a 2 ton of freight. Their whole 
uty is to get the freight which others have 
produced routed over their line, “ honestly if 
they can, but they get it. 
book is, however, far from being entire- 
ly devoted to an exposé of the wrong positions 
taken and the evils perpetrated by the railroad 
men, It tells also a great deal about the diffi- 
culties they have had to encounter, how no 
one man today, nor perhaps all of them, can 
be held accountable for the wrong, except for 
not having the courage to undertake a radical 
reform, and gives aconsiderable amount of 
valuable history in the fixing of rates and the 
effort to obtain control of business in certain 
sections. Nota little of this is inside infor- 
mation, which will be news to younger rail- 
road officials and perhaps to some of the 
older ones, The history of State and national 
legislation on the subject is sketched at some 
length, and the intricate matter of rates and 
“ differentials’’ is sought to be made clear to 
de unprofessional reader by the use of several 
diagrams, the crooks in the lines of which are 
in some cases fearful and wonderful exempli- 
fications of the mysteries of long and short

Mrs. Kate Gan- 
nett Wells, in her article in the North Ameri- 
can Review, gives as her reasons the higher 
education of women, philanthropy, and self- 
analysis, and says the first has been a power- 
ful factor in its subtile influence against mar- 
riage. Mrs. Sherwood follows in another ar- 
ticle, declaring that the only reason that 
women do not marry is because they have no 
opportunity. No man wants them; and, Mrs. 
Sherwood argues, the reason is because 
women are outgrowing their simpleness and 
silliness. 

There is another phase to this discussion. It 
is argued that there never was a time in the 
history of the world when so many women 
were disinclined to marry, because of the 
present state of our civilization, which has 
tended to absorb them, in so many other pur- 
suits, and turn their footsteps into other 
paths than that of marriage, an 
cent Methodist conferences, as reported in the 
leading Methodist papers, we find it stated 
that pastors declare that they must keep 
women out of the conferences, because, on ac- 
count of the growing disiuclination of young 
girls to marry, they’ll be wanfing to be elders 
and: bishops.
